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Olympic interest wanes a little but games could 
have 'a lasting benefit long after the event' 


WITH just over 500 days 
to go, local interest in the 
2012 Olympic Games ap¬ 
pears to have fallen. 

But a specially commis¬ 
sioned independent survey 


by Harry Walton 


into people’s views show 
they remain supportive 
with more than three out 
of four people liking the 


Olympics and the prospect 
of hosting sailing events in 
Weymouth and Portland. 
The 2010 Bournemouth 
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University survey for the 
council sent out 5,000 
questionnaires and got 
nearly 1,200 back, almost 
five times the average re¬ 
turn for such surveys. 

Results showed overall 
support for the Games had 
fallen from 89 per cent in 
2007 to 76 per cent in 
2010 . 

Survey author Dr Richard 
Shipway said: “The bench¬ 
mark 89 per cent from the 
2007 survey showed a very 
high level of support and, 
perhaps understandably 
due to the timing of the fol¬ 
low-up survey, the headline 
level has fallen to 76 per 
cent. 

“This is not unusual for 
large scale sporting events 
as the initial excitement 
and euphoria of winning 
the event is replaced with a 
more pragmatic view of the 
potential impact as the 
event draws ever closer. 

“Despite the drop, the

only 48 per cent felt the i— 


headline level of support 
for the 2012 sailing events 
remains very high and this 
indicates a realisation by 
many local residents that 
hosting a major event like 
the Olympic Games can 
have a lasting benefit well 
after the event itself has 
come and gone.” 

The survey also showed 
that nearly 60 per cent of 
people felt money spent on 
Weymouth and Portland 
National Sailing Academy 
was “value for money” but 


Games would bring new, 
accessible facilities that 
residents would benefit 
from and be able to use, 
down from 60 per cent in 
2007. 

Results highlighted two 
specific areas for further 
investigation. 

They showed 46 per cent 
of those surveyed felt they 
were getting “insufficient 
information” about the 
Games while 77 per cent

And of course, it’s a must for Madness fans as 
we do great renditions of all their famous tracks. 

■ WHAT are your three top tips to impress on the 
dance floor? 

On the dance floor - snake hips, flirty eyes and moving 
like you’re on wheels - always worked for me! On the 
stage - extended arms, pointed toes and a big smile. 

■ WHERE do you see yourself in five years time? 

Still in Dorset, although in Australia or Canada if my hus¬ 
band has anything to do with it. I love it here. Of all the 
places in the world that I’ve visited, I can honestly say 
that West Dorset is up there with the most beautiful.

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'Hornets' nest' stirred up over seafront traders 


TWO seafront traders say 
they will be taking legal 
advice over a council deci¬ 
sion which they claim 
threatens the livelihood of 
their family. 

Daren and Tony Dead- 
man have been familiar 
figures for many years at 
their kiosk-based sites in 
Weymouth and were re¬ 
cently successful in tender¬ 
ing for new dual servery 
catering kiosks on the Es¬ 
planade. 

But problems with con¬ 
tractors saw them inform 
the council that they would 
not be able to carry out the 
works and build the kiosks 
in accordance with their 
lease obligations until Oc¬ 
tober 2011 which would 
prevent them trading this 
summer. 

To deal with this they 
then successfully applied 
to the council’s manage¬ 
ment committee to delay 
building works provided 
they gave signed contract 
evidence for the building. 

But a second request that 
in the meantime they be al¬

lowed to trade temporarily 
from new-style seasonal 
catering kiosks sparked 
extraordinary scenes with 
a 4-4 tied vote which saw 
chairman Councillor 
Geoff Petherick use his 
casting vote to refuse them 
permission. 

A huge issue in the de¬ 
bate centred on claims that 
private Deadman emails 
had somehow found their 
way to the council ahead 
of a report which recom¬ 
mended that the Dead- 
mans’ request for 
temporary trading permis¬ 
sion be refused. 

Mr Petherick admitted 
“pulling” an original re¬ 
port “because the way it 
was worded would have 
brought this council into 
disrepute”. 

He added later in the de¬ 
bate: “There has been a lot 
of emotion expressed, but 
I don’t believe we have re¬ 
neged on the deal. We 
have played it straight

down the line. 

“I am very supportive of 
the Deadmans. However, 
this has to be something 
which is fair to all parties 
and legal to all parties.” 

Daren Deadman said 
after the meeting: “We are 
going to take legal advice 
over the whole situation, 
particularly with regard to 
emails we believe have 
been illegally obtained 
from us and given to the 
council, the authority then 
acting on that informa¬ 
tion.” 

Tony Deadman said: 
“Refusing us permission to 
trade temporarily on the 
seafront also means that 
ugly fencing round our site 
will stay up right through 
the summer. All we want is 
what’s best for Wey¬ 
mouth.” 

The scene was set early 
on when Councillor Peter 
Farrell warned about an 
issue with emails which he 
said he felt very strongly 
about and was prepared to 
take further. 

He added: “I am at a loss 
to understand a recom¬ 
mendation that could put 
somebody out of business. 
It doesn’t make sense.” 

Councillor Joy Stanley 
agreed, added that the 
Deadmans were loyal 
Weymouth people who 
were “a breath of fresh air” 
and said the email issue 
should be investigated be¬ 
cause “it was an appalling 
reflection on the council”. 


But Councillor Peter 
Chapman said that, while 
he had a huge amount of 
sympathy for the Dead¬ 
mans, they had been aware 
of the risks attached to 
their tender and granting 
their request risked undue 
favouritism. 

Councillor Kate Wheller 
asked where the fairness 
was that was being offered 
to the Deadmans because, 
given the delays they had 
met, “their request is en¬ 
tirely reasonable” and it 
was “a no-brainer” to ap¬ 
prove it. 

Councillor Amanda Legg 
agreed and said the whole 
process from start to finish 
seemed “flawed” and she 
couldn’t see a problem al¬ 
lowing them to trade tem¬ 
porarily because they were 
just trying to work with the 
council. 

Councillor Mike Good¬ 
man said that “there seems 
to be all sorts of wheels 
within wheels here, twists 
and turns and, dare I say it, 
feuds” and that he liked to 
support local traders and 
would do so now while 
Councillor Christine 
James said: “The under¬ 
currents here make me feel 
quite sick.” 

Finance chief Jason 
Vaughan strongly denied 
that there had been any 
“underhanded dealing” by 
council officers while 
Councillor Howard Fegg 
warned of “a hornets’ nest” 
being stirred up since other 
traders might complain if 
the Deadmans’ application 
was granted.

Tins into play equipment 


EMPTY paint tins are being put 
to good use by Magna Housing 
Association - they're being re¬ 
cycled into play equipment and 
benches. 

Magna gets through 
aroundl2,000 litres of paint 
each year, as its decorators re¬ 
vamp homes and communal 
areas across West Dorset and 
beyond. 

And rather than dump the 
empty tins at landfill sites, 
Magna, which owns and man¬ 
ages more than 6,000 homes, 
has signed up to the Dulux can 


recycling service. 

The paint tins are collected 
and then reprocessed. Plastic 
cans are used to make things 
like garden furniture, while 
metal tins can be recycled into 
tools. 

Head of building services Trea 
Murphy said:"Magna is commit¬ 
ted to sustainability and reduc¬ 
ing our carbon footprint. This is 
just one of the ways we can do 
our bit to help the environ¬ 
ment." 

The idea came from Magna's 
Dorchester-based stores team. 
They wanted to find a way to re¬ 


duce the company's impact on 
the environment and save 
money on disposing of the 
thousands of paint tins that 
build up every year. 

Magna is also involved at the 
other end of the recycling circle. 

Ken Bodycombe, Magna's 
community development man¬ 
ager, said: "We have installed a 
number of benches in the area 
which are made from recycled 
plastic. They're quite expensive 
- about £650 - but they last a 
long time because they're so 
strong. They also don't need any 
maintenance."

Olympic facelift for empty shops 


EMPTY shops are to be given a 
facelift in the run up to Weymouth 
and Portland staging the 2012 


Olympic sailing events. 

Sailing scenes and pictures of local 
sailing medal winners from the last 


Olympics at Beijing are to be used to 
brighten up empty windows and give 
the town’s two main shopping areas 
in St Mary Street and St Thomas 
Street a lift for thousands of visitors. 

The idea by Councillor Ray Ban- 
ham was unanimously backed when 
he outlined his proposals at a meet¬ 
ing of the council’s management 
committee. 

He said: “The world’s media will 
be transmitting not only the sailing 
to four billion viewers worldwide but 
also our borough and what we have 
to offer the 50,000 plus extra visitors 
arriving here daily. 

“I like many others am very con¬ 
cerned about the many empty shops 
in the town centre particularly as I 
understand more will be empty 
soon.” 

He asked the committee to agree 
giving those empty shops “a colour¬ 
ful lift” on the front windows from 
June-September with scenes of sail¬ 
ing and medal winners. 

He added: “This would add to the 
“Olympic feel” and, when you con¬ 
sider the tremendous influx of daily 
visitors, it would help towards them 
wanting to return in future years.” 

The borough has been given 
£440,000 to help “dress” Weymouth 
and Portland and Mr Banham said 
the cost of dealing with empty win¬ 
dows could come out of that, perhaps 
with the involvement of the Chamber 
of Commerce. 

Mr Banham concluded: “Next year 
we are creating a legacy for the fu¬ 
ture. We want people to come back 
for more year after year.”

were unhappy with how that in¬ 
formation was being communi¬ 
cated. Results also showed that 86 
per cent felt they couldn’t influ¬ 
ence Olympic related develop¬ 
ments. 

Traffic congestion and parking 
were revealed as major concerns 
for residents with 71 per cent feel¬ 
ing that local transport routes 
would not be able to cope with in¬ 
creased congestion while 92 per 
cent thought traffic congestion 
and parking would become in¬ 
creasingly difficult. 

The survey also showed a “rela¬ 
tively low” 42 per cent of people 
agreeing that the Games would in¬ 
crease sports participation while a 
“significant” 29 per cent were “in¬ 
different or neutral” on the ability 
of the Games to inspire Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland youth. 

Two thirds felt the Academy and 
Games would be “a positive step” 
for Weymouth and Portland’s 
economy with more jobs, down 
15-17 per cent on 2007. 

There was a dramatic drop in 
property price perceptions in 2010 
with only 52 per cent thinking de¬ 
mand and prices would increase 
against 82 per cent in 2007. 

More than half disagreed that it 
would be better to have fewer 
tourists and less money if it meant 
freer access to beaches and the 
town centre while 34 per cent dis¬ 
agreed that sailing events and the 


games would lead to increased 
crime. 

The Games will disrupt local 
peace and tranquility, said 63 per 
cent of respondents, up from 52 
per cent in 2007. 

Only 27 per cent said they 
would “expend effort” on events 
related to 2012 to help them suc¬ 
ceed. 

A parallel survey of young peo¬ 
ple undertaken across Weymouth 
and Portland senior schools 
showed 51 per cent would do 
more physical activity and 30 per 
cent would do more volunteering 
as the Games got closer. 

Three-quarters were interested 
in the Games with 11 per cent in¬ 
terested in the sailing events. 

Overall responses from both sur¬ 
veys to one thing they hoped the 
Games would change in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland highlighted 
everything from better sporting 
facilities and less crime and traffic 
to more attractions, events and 
visitors. 

Weymouth and Portland special 
projects spokesman Councillor 
Howard Legg said: “It is impor¬ 
tant for Weymouth and Portland 
and its partners to understand pub¬ 
lic opinion about the games. 

“These surveys have given us 
valuable information which we 
will use to help us arrange special 
Olympic public drop-in events in 
Portland, Weymouth and Dorch¬ 
ester later this month.”

Cost of a night out will go up as taxi fares increase 


GETTING home from a night 
out could soon cost more after 
councillors backed taxi fare in¬ 
creases in Weymouth and Port¬ 
land. 

Once the rises are processed 
it will add an extra 20 pence to 
first mile costs and another ten 
pence extra for each subse¬ 
quent mile. 

The increases had been 
asked for by the Weymouth 


and Portland Hackney Car¬ 
riage Association to deal with 
increased costs. 

The council's management 
committee backed the in¬ 
creases but vice-chairman 
Councillor Mike Goodman, 
while supporting the in¬ 
creases, said he was concerned 
at the Easter, Bank Holiday and 
Christmas impact on people 
such as carers forced to use 
taxis in the absence of buses 


and he asked for a review of 
tariffs at these times. 

Councillor Kate Wheller said 
she was also concerned about 
vulnerable single woman. 

Those who worked in bars 
were often on minimum 
wages, she said, and getting a 
taxi home at 3am or 4am cost 
them more than an hour's pay. 
She said she understood the 
taxi drivers'dilemma but was 
"more concerned about our 


low income people in the 
town". 

Transport spokesman Coun¬ 
cillor Christine James said she 
would like to sit down with the 
Association and talk about 
these concerns. 

Councillor Ian James said taxi 
costs were going up, they were 
not allowed to charge for them 
and taxi drivers had a right to 
earn a living.

W EYMOUTH had below average sunshine and 
rainfall during February. The town's weath¬ 
erman, BOB POOTS, said only six days 
stayed dry with the greatest rainfall of 11.6mm 
recorded on Friday 18 th yet overall rainfall was still 
only 54.1mm, nearly 4mm below average for the 
month. 

Total rainfall so far for the year is just above average 
at 148mm. 

Sunshine was also scarce with just over 60 hours 
recorded, almost a third down on usual levels for Feb¬ 
ruary. Sunshine for the year is now more than 30 
hours below the average of just under 157 hours. 

Hail was recorded on February 27 th and air frost on 
March 1 st while ground frost was recorded six times. 

Winds during February were light with few gusts 
the greatest being 37mph on February 5 th . 

Temperatures were all above average with maxi¬ 
mum up 1.3 Centigrade at 9.8C, minimum up 2.5C at 
5.9C, the average mean temperature up 2.1 C at 8C 
and the average sea temperature up 0.6C at 7.6C. 


Town green campaigners may go back for appeal

AN appeal is being con¬ 
sidered to try and overturn 
a High Court decision 
which revoked Town 
Green status for Wey¬ 
mouth’s Markham and 
Little Lrancis area. 

Developer Betterment 
Properties successfully ar¬ 
gued that the land should 
not remain registered as a 


Town Green. 

But the Court of Appeal 
has now granted cam¬ 
paigners permission to 
fight the decision. 

Weymouth and Portland 
councillor Gill Taylor is 
leading the campaign but 


she stressed that being 
able to make an appeal 
rested on many factors. 

She added: “We need to 
raise up to £17,000 to be 
able to launch an appeal. 

“However, no appeal 
will be made if our appli¬ 


cation to a judge for pro¬ 
tective costs is refused. 

“Protective costs allows 
us to fight a court case 
while limiting what we 
are liable for in terms of 
costs. 

“If the judge grants this 
then we hope to press 
ahead with an appeal be¬ 
cause we have already 


raised more than half the 
money we need. 

“Most of this has come 
from small donations and 
the public response to our 
appeal has been wonder¬ 
ful. 

“Hopefully we can now 
appeal, be successful and 
safeguard this lovely 


piece of land from being 
developed.” 

She added that talks are 
also being held with 
Dorset County Council 
and that one of its com¬ 
mittees is due to debate 
possible support for the 
campaign tomorrow.

When a drilled shaft permitted food, medicine 
and small Bibles to be sent down everyone agreed 
it was a miracle. I understand that 22 of the min¬ 
ers became Christians by the end of the ordeal. 

As we pause for thought in this Lenten season, 
such a true story should inspire us all toward faith 
and commitment.

Change in markings after new 
road junction causes confusion 


A CONTROVERSIAL junction in 
Weymouth is to get extra road mark¬ 
ings after numerous public complaints 
about safety. 

Improvement work was scheduled 
this week for Harbour Crossroads at 
the bottom of Boot Hill. 

County strategic projects manager 
Matthew Piles said the extra road 
markings would help drivers navigate 
the new junction. 

He added: “We are concerned that, 
from our observations and from com¬ 
ments made to us by residents, vehi¬ 
cles are unsure where they should be 
positioned in the junction to turn 
right, and this has led to some con¬ 
flict.

“Once we have seen the effect that 
the new markings have, if necessary, 
we can take any further additional 
measures. 

“We are currently looking at 
whether right turning traffic from 
Boot Hill into North Quay needs to be 
held back on a red and only allowed 
to move on its own. 

“Any change to the configuration of 
the lights will be examined for the ef¬ 
fect it would have on the other linked 
junctions. 

“Unfortunately, it is not feasible to 
have Harbour Crossroads operating 


like Westham Crossroads because the 
number of vehicle turning movements 
at these junctions are different. If each 
approach operated separately at Har¬ 
bour it would produce long tail¬ 
backs.” 

Signal engineers are also assessing 
if extra detection equipment is needed 
in the centre of the junction. 
Harbour Crossroads went live on Fri¬ 
day January 28th, following eight 
months of highway work to improve 
the Boot Hill corridor of junctions as 
part of the Weymouth Transport Pack¬ 
age. 

Work is now progressing on the sec¬ 
ond phase of junction improvements 
through the King Street corridor.

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2012 boat berths going fast

L OCAL berth and anchorage points are going 
fast in the run up to the Olympics in 2012. 

Weymouth and Portland harbour authorities say they 
have received “a brisk response”since the London In¬ 
ternational Boat Show in January from people inter¬ 
ested in berthing and anchorage requirements for 
2012 . 

During part of July, August and September 2012 the 
waters of Weymouth Bay and Portland Harbour will 
play host to the sailing events for the London 2012 
Olympic and Paralympic Games. 

Some restrictions of use within the sailing water will 
be needed to enable safe and secure sailing for the 
world’s top sailing athletes. 

The council said that people who have not yet reg¬ 
istered but are considering visiting Weymouth and 
Portland by boat to be part of the experience were 
being “strongly advised” to register now to avoid dis¬ 
appointment because casual visitors were unlikely to 
be accommodated. 

Interested parties who have registered will be invited 
to book their berth once the space available has been 
evaluated by the harbour authorities. The pre-booked 
period will run from July 15 th to September 9 th 2012 
with precise charges yet to be decided. 

Weymouth Harbour Board chairman Councillor 
Peter Farrell said: “Preparations for 2012 are progress¬ 
ing rapidly here in Weymouth and Portland and the 
clock is ticking - March 15 th will see the start of the 
500 day countdown to the Games. 

“The borough council and Portland Harbour Author¬ 
ity are taking measures well ahead of time to assess 
the demand and look at ways to accommodate as 
many visiting boat owners as possible. 

“The area is increasingly the subject of global media 
attention, meaning that the number of boat owners 
registering their interest is growing rapidly. 

“The Olympic and Paralympic Games are spectacu¬ 


lar once-in-a-lifetime international events which Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland is honoured to be hosting. 

“ I strongly urge boat owners who are considering 


visiting us from July - September 2012 to register 
now.” Boat owners who would like to express their 
interest can register online at http://harbour.wey- 
mouth.gov.uk/ or obtain a form from 13 Custom 
House Quay, Weymouth, Dorset DT4 8BG.

The meeting was told that the St Thomas Street 
rank would only operate between 5.30pm and 5am, 
hours that would ensure the bay remained free for 
deliveries to shops between 5am and 10.30am. 

Councillors were also told that Portland currently 
doesn't have a single taxi rank and the association 
had identified Castletown with its proximity to Port¬ 
land Port and various eating and drinking sites as a 
location where a rank was required.

The sea wall was originally con¬ 
structed in 1965 by Portland Town 
Council to protect the local coastline 
against erosion. Recent storms in the 
past few weeks have confirmed the 
extent of the problem. 

Weymouth and Portland environ¬ 
ment spokesman Councillor Brendan 
Webster said: “I am pleased that 
works to repair the damage to the 
Chesil wall and steps are now under¬ 
way. 

“This is an area which is well used 


by residents, including families, chil¬ 
dren and the elderly, so it is vital that 
measures are taken to protect the pub¬ 
lic. 

“I look forward to the completion of 
the work in time for the summer sea¬ 
son when there will be increased vis¬ 
itors to the area. This repair work is a 
brilliant addition to the council’s on¬ 
going programme of improvements to 
the borough ahead of the 2012 
Olympics.”

• Plant out cannas, 
dahlias, and chrysanthe¬ 
mums after the last 
frosts 

• Harden off seed- and 
cutting-raised plants 

• Place support frames 
around tall perennials 
(plants that re-grow 
every year after a period 
of dormancy ie, winter) 

• Lift, tear and separate 
daffodils, polyanthus 
and primroses 

• Feed container plants 


with a liquid feed 

• Deadhead faded 
spring bedding plants 
eg, wallflowers 

Kitchen garden: 

• Cut back older stems 
on figs 

• Sow dwarf French and 
runner beans, summer 
and savoy cabbage, cau¬ 
liflower and leeks, and 
complete sowing beet¬

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How to keep those pests off your beautiful, blossoming garden 


H ave you had it 
with those garden 
pests? Here are 
some tips for keeping ro¬ 
dents and insects out of 
your vegetable garden 
and your flower beds. 

1. First, there's the crit¬ 
ters. Scattering moth 
balls around your garden 


and flower beds will keep 
cats and rodents out. 
Cats won't use your gar¬ 
den and beds as a litter 
box if you scatter an or¬ 
ange peel and coffee 
ground mixture. Also, if 
your have young 
saplings wrap a few strips 
of fiberglass insulation 


around them to keeps ro¬ 
dents off. 

2. Making a simple 
scarecrow will keep un¬ 
wanted birds and other 
pests away. Take some 
grocery sacks, fill with air, 
and tie shut with a rub¬ 
ber band. Place some 
stakes around your gar¬ 


den and tie the bags to 
them. The rustling 
sounds will scare them 
away. 

3. If your have straw¬ 
berries plants that get 
robbed by birds, get 
some driveway stones. 
Paint the stones red, and 
scatter them around your 
plants. The birds will get 
fed up with the hard 
"strawberries" and leave 
them alone by the time 
they are rip. 

4. Deer can be trou¬ 
blesome also.Try scatter¬ 
ing hair around your 
garden. Human hair will 
work, but other animal 
hair may work better. 
And if your a real desper¬ 
ate to keep deer out, go 
to your local zoo and get 
some exotic animal 
dong.They will be glad to 
give you some! I also can 
across the tip of putting 
Christmas lights around 
your garden. But it may 
become the talk of town, 
lighting your garden. 


Maybe using porch party 
lights wouldn't look so 
odd. 

5. And now for those 
insects. A mixture of 4 
Tbsp dish soap in 1 gal¬ 
lon of water sprayed in 
your garden will keep 
aphids, spider mites, and 
other pests away. You 
could also spray leftover 
coffee where spider 
mites hang out. If you 
have a plant infected 
with spider mites, mix up 
1/2 cup buttermilk, 4 
cups wheat flour, and 5 
gallons of water. Spray or 
pour onto plants. Mix 
some cayenne peppers 
with water in a blender. 
Spray the mixture in your 
garden to keep ants, spi¬ 
ders, caterpillars, and 
cabbage worms out. 

6. If you have insects 
bothering your perenni¬ 
als, mix up some black 
pepper and pre-sifted 
flour. Sprinkle it on and 
around your plants. Plac¬ 
ing matches headfirst 





into the soil around your 
fern plants will keep 
worms off. Use 4 to 6, de¬ 
pending on the size of 
the fern. 

7. Recycle old sandpa¬ 
per disks in your garden 
to keep slugs off your 
plants. Cut them open to 
make a collar that can be 


slipped around your 
plant. Slugs won't cross 
over them. Also, to kill 
slugs and snails instantly 
sprinkle salt on them.The 
best time to find them 
out is at night. 

8. And lastly, you do not 
want standing water 
around your home. This 


is where mosquitoes lay 
their eggs. Keep buckets, 
wagons and such upside 
down, or covered. If you 
can't get rid of the stand¬ 
ing water, pour some 
dish soap in it. This will 
kill the eggs and larva.

ON Saturday, April 2nd 2011 at 7.30pm at Holy Trinity 
Church, Weymouth Choral Society will present a con¬ 
cert celebrating several of the best loved works of the 
great composer, Mozart - the VesperaeSolonnes de Con- 
fessore, the Clarinet Concert in A major, and the Requiem 
Mass in D minor. 

The Vesperae Solonnes de Confessore was written in 
1780, during a period in Mozart's life when music for the 
church formed a major part of his output. The Vespers 
contain the Laudate Dominum for soprano soloist, per¬ 
haps one of Mozart's most memorably beautiful 
melodies. You will also recognise several themes in the 
exquisite Clarinet Concerto in A major. The soloist in 
this piece is a young and gifted musician, Joy Boole, 
who is currently studying Clarinet at the Guildhall 
School of Music and Drama.

ON Monday, March 14th, the Electric Palace in Bridport will be screening Essays In 
Wood, a film commissioned by the The Devon Guild of Craftsmen to be a part of an 
exhibition about the highly honoured English furniture designer and maker John 
Makepeace. 

The exhibition,'Enriching the Language of Furniture'is the maker's first solo show, 
covering work from 50 years at the forefront of British design. The show will tour to 
leading venues in England and Scotland and the screening in Bridport is pro¬ 
grammed to coincide with the exhibition at Somerset House in London. 

Inspired early on by Danish designers, the young Makepeace built his own work¬ 
shop and soon earned national acclaim, winning design competition entries. He 
gained international renown in the 1970s for an educational programme pioneered 
at Parnham College which integrated teaching of fine craftsmanship in wood with 
design and entrepreneurship. 

Through the 1980s and'90s, while directing Parnham College and running his own 
studio, Makepeace began to address some of forestry's most pressing economic con¬ 
cerns. Having been able to buy a 350-acre forest, named Hooke Park, Makepeace 
brought together foresters, chemists, material scientists, structural engineers and de¬ 
signers to research and develop sustainable new 
technologies and building methods and the award¬ 
winning buildings at the Hooke Park campus are 
proof of his successful collaborations. 

A discussion between Andrew Poore, an award 
winning forestry consultant, and John Makepeace 
about the problems of forestry development, tim¬

Yeats published hun¬ 
dreds of poems, dozens of which are well- 
known favourites, such as, "The Second 
Coming", "Lake of Innisfree", "When you are 
Old"etc. - so it is not easy to choose which to 
include here. Please forgive me if I haven't in¬ 
cluded your favourite. 

THE SONG OF WANDERING AENGUS 

I went out to the hazel wood, 

Because a fire was in my head, 

And cut and peeled a hazel wand, 

And hooked a berry to a thread; 

And when white moths were on the wing, 
And moth-like stars were flickering out, 

I dropped the berry in a stream 
And caught a little silver trout. 

When I had laid it on the floor 
I went to blow the fire aflame, 

But something rustled on the floor, 

And some one called me by my name: 

It had become a glimmering girl 
With apple blossom in her hair 
Who called me by my name and ran 
And faded through the brightening air. 

Though I am old with wandering 
Through hollow lands and hilly lands. 

I will find out where she has gone, 

And kiss her lips and take her hands; 


And walk among long dappled grass, 

And pluck till time and times are done 
The silver apples of the moon, 

The golden apples of the sun. 

If you ever go across the sea to Ireland you 
may have the opportunity to visit the Code 
Park Nature Reserve in County Galway. In 
Yeats'day this was the home of Lady Augusta 
Gregory, a co-founder with Yeats of Dublin's 
Abbey Theatre. It was also, of course, the inspi¬ 
ration for this poem. 

WILD SWANS AT COOLE 

The trees are in their autumn beauty, 

The woodland paths are dry, 

Under the October twilight the water 
Mirrors a still sky; 

Upon the brimming water among the stones 
Are nine-and-fifty Swans. 

The nineteenth autumn has come upon me 
Since I first made my count; 

I saw, before I had well finished, 

All suddenly mount 

And scatter wheeling in great broken rings 
Upon their clamorous wings. 

I have looked upon those brilliant creatures, 
And now my heart is sore. 

All's changed since I, hearing at twilight, 

The first time on this shore, 

The bell-beat of their wings above my head, 
Trod with a lighter tread. 


Unwearied still, lover by lover, 

They paddle in the cold 
Companionable streams or climb the air; 
Their hearts have not grown old; 
Passion or conquest, wander where they will, 
Attend upon them still. 

But now they drift on the still water, 
Mysterious, beautiful; 

Among what rushes will they build, 

By what lake's edge or pool 
Delight men's eyes when I awake some day 
To find they have flown away? 

Yeats died in France early in 1939 and was 
buried there. After the war his body was 
moved to Drumcliffe, County Sligo, which was 
his childhood home.

Had I the Heaven's embroidered cloths, 
Enwrought with golden and silver light,

Phase 1: West Bay harbour to Slape Mill (R Brit); the River Asker from its confluence with the 
River Brit to Loders Mill; the Mangerton Brook from its confluence with the River Asker to 
Mangerton Mill. The works are intended to be carried out 2011 to 2013. 

Phase 2: modifications to other structures to improve fish passage and habitat enhancements 
to improve water quality but not specifically identified in Phase 1. Subject to available funding 
it is intended to commence this phase in 2013. 

The Phase 1 improvement works will involve the following: installation of fish passes on the 
River Brit at West Bay harbour sluice gates, Brewery weir and Gundry weir. The Agency will 
also carry out surveys to assess the habitat of the specified rivers and carry out various site 
specific projects identified in those surveys aimed at reducing silt, field run off, pollution 
and increasing spawning sites for migrating fish species. These works will be carried out in 
partnership with the Westcountry Rivers Trust and other interested local organisations.

THREE scintillating second- half goals saw Weymouth ease 
past Bridport into the final of the Dorset Senior Cup.

BRIDPORT PUSH LEADERS ALL THE WAY 


FRESH from my triumph at Twickenham on Saturday last I de¬ 
cided to take in Weymouth's league encounter against visitors 
Bournemouth thirds on a day that had just a hint of spring 
about it. 

Poor old Bridport seconds! Beset by injuries and unavailabil¬ 
ities as they were they had no option to concede their game 
at Salisbury seconds. 

WEYMOUTH 46pts, BOURNEMOUTH 3rd 13pts 

THE home side were asked to play with the negligible breeze 
at their backs initially on a day that was ideal for running rugby, 
and did not in fact get off to the best of starts. 

Having been pinned in their own twenty two, they kicked 
clear only for the ball to be run back at them to very good ef¬ 
fect by the Bournemouth full-back. 

He was finally checked but his colleagues recycled, went 
through the phases, playing some good rugby, and finally got 
over some ten yards from the posts. The try was converted and 
Weymouth were seven points in arrears before the game was 
five minutes old.

Weymouth eventually showed something of their capabili¬ 
ties and really should have scored after some fifteen minutes. 
They were unable to convert a two on one situation however, 
and the chance went begging. 

They did get a score back however when Peplow kicked a 
penalty during what was an infrequent foray into 
Bournemouth territory but the visitors continued to apply the 
bulk of the pressure and were certainly the better side through¬ 
out the first quarter, only for Weymouth to take the lead after 
twenty minutes, very much against the run of play.

fore the break. They then scored an unconverted try after the 
visitors had failed to find touch with a penalty kick and the ball 
had been run back.

Beware the Rogers backlash! 


MARTYN Rogers refused to talk to the media 
until he had had a heart-to-heart with his 
players at training last Tuesday night. 

Unlike Alex Ferguson, who was criticised for 
remarks he made about referees, he is not 
being petulant in not talking to anyone, but 
after deciding not to talk to his players in the 
dressing room following the Terras disastrous 
3-0 defeat at fellow strugglers Banbury 
United on Saturday, he feels it is only right 
and correct to tell his players his thoughts first 

All three goals were sloppy and Rogers, who 
is striving to save the club from consecutive 
relegations, cannot afford to let the situation 
continue with just ten games left. 

The former Exeter City player built his man¬ 
agerial career on 18 years and over 1000 
games in charge of Tiverton Town where he 
won a host of titles including several league 
championships and two FA Vase victories in 
the late 90s. 

He is used to success but since his return to 
Weymouth where he made 132 appearances

for the club as a player, he has only presided 
over three victories out of the seven games 
played. 

When asked by View From Sport on Monday 
evening whether he was now willing to give 
an opinion he said: "I was not in the best of 
moods after the game and didn't speak to the 
players after the match. I have said that I will 
be talking to them at training on Tuesday 
night and to be fair to them I need to talk to 
them before passing comment to anyone 
else. 

"At the end of the day I felt I needed to re¬ 
flect and think what I want to say to the play¬ 
ers, and it's only fair I tell them first before 
anyone else." 

It was reported that after the match Rogers 
was quoted as saying that "actions will speak 
louder than words". 

The statement suggests that Rogers will be 
telling the players a few home truths, and that 


it could mean new players being added to the 
squad, and maybe some moving on. 

However that will depend on whether the 
club, now under the acting chairmanship of 
Pranas Preidzius is in a position to offer finan¬ 
cial assistance in light of the resignation of 
chairman and majority shareholder George 
Rolls who has been bankrolling the club in re¬ 
cent weeks particularly in the funding of new 
players. 

Meanwhile the club's board of directors 
have thanked fans for covering the cost of the 
coach to Banbury on Saturday. 

In a statement posted on the club's website 
they said: "Weymouth FC would like to ex¬ 
press sincere gratitude to Wessex Fantasy 
Football, Brian Walbrin and all those who as¬ 
sisted in making it possible to pay for the 
team coach to Banbury United on Saturday. 

However, as well as paying that coach bill, 
in full, the same group of fans also ensured 
that the outstanding bill for the coach to Ox¬ 
ford City was also paid.
